A PHILOSOPHICAL VIEWPOINT 
OF FLYING SAUCERS 

By Fred O Gardner FRGS FIEC 

There is no doubt about the 
phenomenon of UFOs or flying saucer 
as they are more commonly called. 
Most interested people are agreed on 
that. But what they actually are, how 
they are motivated and where their 
place of origin, and above all their 
overall significance is entirely another 
matter.With many such considerations 
are a moot point! 

Many people have their theories 
or ideas, according to their knowledge 
or degree of interest. 

Most seriously minded people, wheth* 
er they accept the phenomenon or 
not, try to keep an ‘ open mind ’with¬ 
out declaring ‘ for or against ’ it, and 
endeavour to be neutral, wondering 
what it is all about. 

In my comparatively short period 
of five years or so of study in this 
subject, I have passed through the 
varying phases that lie between init¬ 
ial scepticism to my present keen int 
erest, i would say that I accept the 
phenomenon, but I continue my in¬ 
vestigation. By constant and ever 
improving methods of research, I 
hope to obtain a clearer understand¬ 
ing of it all as time goesby. 

I rate the study of Flying Saucers 
and all associated phenomena as very 
important indeed.But the ivestigatcr 


must match the investigation. 

The observer is the problem, not 
so much the enigma jtself. 

Given the right type of mind, the 
right approach and the appropriate 
use of the tools and media of re¬ 
search, then V. e may afford ourselves 
a reasonable chance of obtaining a 
better understanding of it all. 

The true investigator is interested 
in only the facts of all the relative 
data and these, of course, must be 
dealt with objectively. When I say 
the ‘right type of mind’ I mean an 
‘open mind’not a mental cul dc sac, 
which most of us possess in varying 
degree, alas! This is a very difficult 
but necessary requirement, especially 
in such an intergrated and complex 

society such a§ outs, wheh we heed 
to be reasonably free of indoctrin*- 
ations and shorn of preconceived 
ideas, and be determined to think for 
ourselvtefe. * 

It was the close of 1969 that I 
caipe to realise the subject could not 
be adequately tackled or appraised 
on a purely materialist or scientific basis 
alone. 

I found that ordinary conventional and 
so-called factual approach yielded much 
that was of interest and proved fasinating 
drawing one more and more into a many 
sided investigation. But somehow the 
significance of it all seemed to become 
more mysterious and baffling, and one 
was presented with two alternatives, you 
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either gave up In sheer frustration 
and . despaired of finding any satis* 
factory explanation, or you accepted 
the apparent elusiveness of the prob¬ 
lem and persevered in your research 
notwithstanding the enigmatic nature 
of the phenomenon. 

Slowly bnt surely, I came round 
to the;, conclusion that there was 
more in it than meets the eye. * It 
appeared to be something deeper and 
more intangible than mere techno* 
logical or practical considerations, 
perhaps there were metaphysical and 
even spiritual associations involved 
in it all, 

In common with most interested 
researchers, I pursued the convent¬ 
ional round of enquiry - reading • of 
selective books and journals,attending 
meetinns and lectures, participating 
indiscussions and dialogues, taking 
part in skywatches, engaging in press 
and private correspondence with in¬ 
terested members of the public, 
studying reports and sightings, ect. 
(I still engage in this basic ground 
work of resarch). 

It was later I came to read the 
book UFOS - OPERATION TROJAN 
horse by John A. Keel the AmericaD 
journalist and ufologist >\ho made what is 
claimed to be ‘an exhaustive study of un* 
identified flying objects’. 

While I do not accept all that Mr. Kee^ 
writes on the subject, yet there is much 
that he states which is worthy of serious 


consideration. I would quote the followi¬ 
ng comment: ‘‘A major bet little explored 
aspect of t!ic UFO phenomenon is there¬ 
fore theological and philosophical, rather 
than purely scientific. The UFO problem 
can never be urtangled by physicists and 
scientists, unless tney are men who have 
been schocleJ in the liber.i arts, theology 
and philosophy. Unfortunately, most 
scientific disiples are «o demanding that 
their practitioners have little time or ap¬ 
titude to study ccmplicftcd futjccts out¬ 
side their own immediate fields ofinterest..’ 

A further statement by Mr. 
Keel relating to the same line of 
thought, is also worthy of note: 
“History psychiatry and 
the occult have proved to be far more 
important than the many books 
which simply recount the endless 
sightings of aerial anomalies...*’ 

I am inclined to agree with him in 
this observation. In my follow - up 
work, I try to go into the matter 
In greater depth and ascertain what 
the real significance is and how it aff¬ 
ects mankind today, individually and 
collectively. This aspect could 

lead us into the very heart of the 
whole phenomenon! But please re¬ 
member, this calls for a truly ‘open 
mind’ it calls likewise for bravery of 
a very high order, what I call 
‘moral courage* because once you in¬ 
fer there are metaphyiscal or esoter¬ 
ic associations with UFOs or Flying 
Saucers, then you are in for trouble 
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‘eyebrows are raised’ those you con- 
sidered to be your friends or acquaint¬ 
ances will walk less and frequent 
less with you, you will become an 
oddity simply because you have the 
audacity to indicate what yt)b feel is 
at heart the truth of the tftatter! I 
know, I speak from experience. 

BUT NO MATTER, TRUTH or our 
understanding of it was NEVER 
POPULAR, NEVER ACCLAIMED 
BY THE MAJORITY! 

This aspect of Ufoloqy may 
cause dismay and even dissent 
among Ufologists, especially 
those who hold hard to their 
^nut and bolt’ Conceptions. 

THE SUGGESTION THAT 
THERE MAY BE METAPHYSI¬ 
CAL OVERTONES ASSOCIATED 
WITH UFOs MAY PROVE UN¬ 
POPULAR AND BE RECEIVED 
with no little incredulity. 

But truth is ever ‘stranger than 
fiction’. This observation appleis 

not only to the study of UFOs but 
to many other expressions of 
human thought and activity. 

Indeed our whole range of mater¬ 
ialistic conceptions and conditions 
could themselves be in serious 
question, especially when viewed in 


the wider context of swifiy chang¬ 
ing situations g<i a global scale 
presently, and in the foreseeable 
future. 

It is possible in view of these 
and many other far-reaching consid 
erations affecting the destiny of the 
human race and his natural habitat 
and the many othe rnatural inhabi 
tants which have no vocal means cf 
expressing their concern that the UFO 

&nd associated phenomena may in effect 
be a ‘sign,* a cautionary note being soun¬ 
ded or shown from on high! Relative

People come from the world 
over to see the fanious 
‘Southport Flower Show’, but 
there was an unexpected att¬ 
raction besides the blooms in 
1971 when people; coming 
from the grounds on tbe night 
of August 25th saw ,an une^- ■ ^ 
plained bright object in tbe" 
sky. 

I spoke to keen amateur 
astronomer Eric Jackson, a 
15 year old member of the 
Southport Astronomical Society 

Eric lives at Banks ( a few 
miles out from the town centre 
of Southport) where the oject 
seemed to be centred. . 


At 10.27 that night he was 
looking through his telescope 
at the star Denebe in the swen 
when a bright object caught 
his eye. He described it as 
bluish white with a white centre* 
Not unlike a star,but far too 


bright to be seen from a 
telescope. There seemed to 
be light radiating from it in 
the way a child draws the sun. 
It was Stationary and remained 
so for about ten seconds po¬ 
sition being a degree and a 
half south of Cephei^ a degree 
and a half Wbth/®t-l?fega^,and 
South of Pegasi, 

It began to move and took 
the form of a rocket flame 
leaving an orange trail of 
about half a degree in length 
behind it- 

slowly it increased in brilliance 
to eight magnitude and then 
suddenly died out. As soon 
as this had happened a most 
extraordinary noise took to 
the air. This noise can best 
be described as a cracklig 
sound of a very high volumn. 
It was definitely not a sonic 
boom.Whatever it was, it was 
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high enough to .shake the 
television in his house. 

Eric trained his telescope 
on the vanished object and 
picked out two orange points 
of light flying one slightly 
above the other about 1,300 
seconds of arc apart. They 
were moving away from him 
to the south-east at a speed 
much higher than a plane, 
passing within a degree of 61 
Signa. 

Commenting on the sighting 
Eric said that he thought at 
first it was a meteor but 
ruled that out on observat¬ 
ion- He also ruled out a 

plane or balloon. 

Eric has taken UFOs 
lightly, but quoting the number 
of stars in the sky he said 
that there must be life elsewhere. 

He suggested 61 Signa as a likely 
star for such activity. 

1 suggested to him that these ob* 
jects could be recharging in some 
way, which could account for the 
brilliant light seen for miles around 
and also the loud noise which wet 
not heard at the grounds of the 
flower show. He regarded it en* 
thusiastically as a possibility not to 
be discounted.

Spain.A total of 12 have boon seen in: Venezula,Prance 
Italy,Spain and Sv/eden. T YPF! 6: This type hove been 
observed in case 7.There are incl'oding the occupants 
whose bodies are covered with hair. There have not 
been a large variety]of those seen. The height varies 
from 90Gm to approx, l.m 20. The face is hairy .-and 
witnesses have said the eyes are large .The body is 
hairy and their clothing resembles the t of a Cossack. 
The attitude is pr'incipaly of flight,hut people have 
signalled to them and on one or tv/o cccasions they 
speak v/ith witnesses in an unknown lar.'^aago. A total 
of 11 have iDeen observed and all observations were in 
1954.

This type has been observed in case 4 v/hich included 
in this type.

”Besides the mass of evidence of a UPO phenomenon ^ 
therefe also an accimulation of reports-too substan- 
cial to be dismissed out of hand-of something even 
more mysterious:creatures from another world.Usually 
these humanoids are associated with UFOs,and the 
reports of their visits have been trickling in since 
1947* In many of these encO\inters the humanoids have 
been seen by several observers at the some time,and 
and this repeats the difficulty of explaining away 
multiple UPO sightings. Can ALL the observers be 
liars or psychos?Are there people all over the worlxi 
who are hatching elaborate hoaxes from which they 
stand to gain nothing-and to suffer scorn and rMl- 

cule? Or isn’t it more reasonable to assume that 

they saw what they say they saw? Alter all,if UP 

are^interplanetary,as so many respocable scientists 
^ students believe,it doesn’t seem so far-feuchud 
that there should be creatures in them to control 
them-creatures resembling us. The cases witnessed 
by 30,40 or 50 observers fill a ^ 

tLre was even a 150-witness sighting in Monza,Italy 
in 1954. A typical report came from Parana,Brazil, 
toi 1963.The area was at that time being ravaged by 
forest fires and a cro\wi of local vil^c gathered 

to watch a fire and try to control it. At dawn the^ 
30 X 1 a huge machine ’’shaped like a basin,of a bright 
zinc colour” descend into the middle of the fire and 
hover about four meters from the ground.lt hxmg ^ 
there for a quarter of an hour while the crov;d wat¬ 
ched from a distance,unable to approach because of 
the fire. The onlookers had a further surprise when 
two or three goodlooklng,tall humanoids descebded 
from the craft and started collecting burnt stones 
and foliage from the fire-devastated area.After a 
little while they returned to the machine,which 
disappeared as mysteriously as it had come. The 
Brazilian Government,not surprisingly,could offer 
no explanation. 


A more frightening multi-witness 
ciser occurred in Flatwoods, Virginia 
oi> September 12 19S2. At sunset on 
thaf day group ot teenage boys 
saw what they took to be a meteor 
coming down on a nearby hill. 

They set off to have a closer look 
and on^ the way stopped at the home 
of Mrs, Kathleen Hill. Mrs. Hill, 
her |wo sens, and a 17-year old 
National Guardsman called Gene 
Lemon, joined the boys and made 
their way to the top of the hill. 

>Thc /‘meteor”,, a globe-shaped ob¬ 
ject‘as ^big as 4 housedjwas emitting 
a most unmeteor - like throbbing or 
hissing sound. Next surprise: one of 
tht group noticed a large creature 
in the branches of a tree and shone 
his flashlight at it. 

The light revealed huge(10 or 15 foot) 
moaste;* with blood-red face and 
orange eyes. As it seemed to ‘float’ 
towards ^he onlookers, they all pro¬ 
mptly turned tail and fled hysteric¬ 
ally back down the hillside. Many 
of them were violently sick during 
the night - presumably the efTect of 
shock. 

Next morning the incident was 
reported to the editor of the local 
newspaper who came out with sev* 
eral investigators to search the area 
Where the ‘thing’ had been seen. 
They found plenty of traces, includ 
ing two parallel skid marks and a 


large circular area of flattened grass 
and all the visitors to the spot testi¬ 
fied to a strange and irritating odour 
which lingered close to the ground. 

The Flatwoods case is one of hund¬ 
reds in which mysterious traces have 
been found afterwards. About 40 per 
cent of UFO landing reports are 
accompanied by evidence of burnt 
patches on the ground, markings, 
footprints, unrecognisable liquids or 
metals (these are always spirited off 
by Government o.iicials and never 
seen again). This means that sightings 
can be substantiated by large num¬ 
bers of policemen, journalists and in¬ 
vestigators who examine the after 
marks of the humanoid visitation in 
the cold light of previous scepticism. 

These aftereffect cases are a grave 
embarrassment for the UFO-debun- 
king agencies.

There are many caves in Alabama 
and many are quite near Huntsville. 

The story begins when farmers find 
they have been losing cattle. 

In the last three years they estimated 
their losses to be over 150 head of 
cattle. Naturally they figured there 
were rustlers and enlisted the law 

along with their own group to find 
out where the cattle were going. 

THE RESULTS WERE FRIGHT¬ 
ENING. 

The sheriff and deputies Were 
called in and plans were made to 
apprehend ths miraudere. W atches 
were set in hopes they would find 
out what was going on. No attem¬ 
pts were made to steal cattle in the 
daytime... .it was always at night. 

As time went by....they caught a 
fleeting glimpse of the marauders who 
seemed to have no trouble in vault¬ 
ing fences no matter how high.
